WASHINGTON THERE WERE RECEPTIONS FOR PRESS. THEY MET IN DETROIT 
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WITH GROUP OF 40-50 BUSINESSMEN AND INDUSTRIALISTS. SCHEDULES IN 
BOSTON AND SUBSEQUENT STOPS WERE ARRANGED BY LOCAL WORLD AFFAIRS 
COUNCILS OR COUNCILS ON FOREIGN RELATIONS. LOS ANGELES VISIT WAS 
ESPECIALLY SUCCESSFUL » WITH GROUP SPEAKING AT LUNCHEON FOR 250 
BUSINESS AND COMMUNICATIONS EXECUTIVES , AND AT EVENING MEETING 
FOR 200 SPONSORED BY ORANGE COUNTY WORLD AFFAIRS COUNCIL. 

3. TV AND RADIO COVERAGE WAS OUTSTANDING. GROUP OR MEMBERS OF 
IT APPEARED ON NBC’S "TODAY" SHOW, ON EDUCATION TV 

WIDELY -DISTRIBUTED "NEWSFRONT /" PROGRAM, AND ON METROMEDIA RADIO 
NEWS. LOCAL RADIO AND TV WERE ALSO HEAVILY USED IN ALL CITIES WHERE 
GROUP VISITED . IN DETROIT, FOR INSTANCE , THEY SECURED 30-MINUTE 
TV SPECIAL. IN DALLAS THEY APPEARED ON TWO TV AND FOUR RADIO 
PROGRAMS c RADIO AND TV COVERAGE WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR WIDEST 
PUBLIC IMPRESSION OF VISIT AND OF CAMBODIAN PROBLEMS. ON OTHER 
HAND , PRESS COVERAGE WAS NON-EXISTENT IN NEW YORK AND WASHINGTON 
IN SPITE OF RECEPTION /PRESS CONFERENCES AND INTERVIEW AT NEW YORK 
TIMES, AND LIMITED IN AMOUNT ELSEWHERE. 

4. BECAUSE OF UNIVERSITY VACATIONS, THE THREE MET COMPARATIVELY 
FEW STUDENT GROUPS , BUT MEETINGS WHICH WERE SCHEDULED (PRIMARILY 
IN WASHINGTON) WERE VERY GOOD AND MADE FAVORABLE IMPRESSIONS ON 
AUDIENCES. CONGRESSIONAL AND STAFF REACTIONS WERE ALSO FAVORABLE. 
MOST OF THOSE WHOM GROUP SAW EMPHASIZED THEIR SYMPATHY FOR 
CAMBODIA , UNDERSTANDING OF SITUATION AS PROVOKED BY VC /NVA 
INVASION AND HAVING NO SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT IN CIVIL WAR , AND 
WILLINGNESS FOR USG TO HELP CAMBODIA PRESERVE ITS INDEPENDENCE 

AND NEUTRALITY, WHILE STRESSING UNACCEPTABILITY OF COMMITMENTS 
OF UoS. TROOPS AND DESIRE FOR COOPERATION BETWEEN EXECUTIVE AND 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCHES IN DEVELOPING CAMBODIA POLICY. 

5. WE HOPE GOC AND /OR PRIVATE GROUPS WILL BE ABLE TO SPONSOR 
MORE SUCH VISITS. WE SHALL OF COURSE SEEK TO HELP DISCREETLY 
BUT BELIEVE IT WOULD DAMAGE VISITORS ’ CREDIBILITY FOR USG TO 
BECOME INVOLVED IN FINANCING. ON OTHER HAND, WE DO NOT THINK ALL 
VISITS NEED BE UNDER STRICTLY PRIVATE SPONSORSHIP ; GOC OFFICIALS 
SUCH AS UM SIM AND KEUKY LIM CAN ALSO SECURE GOOD MEDIA 
COVERAGE AND MAKE FAVORABLE IMPACT ON PUBLIC. ESSENTIAL, 

HOWEVER, .IS FLUENT COMMAND OF ENGLISH AND GOOD PRESENCE SUCH AS 
THAT DISPLAYED BY CHHUT CHHOEUR ET AL . APPRECIATE YOUR VIEWS ON 
ANY ADDITIONAL ACTION WE MIGHT TAKE TO HELP GET MORE SUCH VISITORS. 
IN PARTICULAR , WOULD VISIT BY KOUN WICK BE HELPFUL IN THIS REGARD?
